tart," 
. Other Indian 
tribes In Missouri 


c»m« Ute, u the Sauks, Foxes and 
Delaware* These originated east of 
thu Mississippi and settled in Missouri 
during the Spanish period. 


The Osftge* were the distinctive In- 


dians of Mlwoart, and well might the 
state be pro»d of them. The great 
artist, Catlln, »tates that the Osages 
'were "the tallest race 
of men In 


North America, either of red or white 
skins." Few Osage braves were under 
six feet In height, many', were six feet 
six Inches, and some were seven feet 
tall. They were well proportioned, and 
good looking, and In movement they 
were quick and graceful. In war and 
the chase they.equaled any. Although 
living close.to the white man for dec- 
ades • they late retained their primi- 
tive customs and dress. 


First Almanacs Not the 


Bulky Thing Now Issued 


What would the American colonials 


of 800 years ago think of the output 
today of calendars and almanacs? If 
piled on top of one another they would 
probably reach to the moon each year, 
says Ksther Singleton In the Antiqua- 
rian of New York. 
The almnn:ic, 


which Is a compendium of useful In- 
formation, Is now a bulky volume 
Issued by several firms and newspa- 
pers, but had Its origin In very small 
beginnings. 
Samuel Danforfh seems 


to. have started the fashion In HH8, 
when John KHot was beginning to 
preach to the Indians, and the settlers, 
menaced by the Pequots, lived with a 
Bible in one hand and a "blunderuus" 
in the other. 


The first almanacs were very small 


and printed In the finest type, now so 
faded that It Is difficult to read them, 
even with the aid of a magnifying 
glass. But an original copy will speak 
of many. things to one fortunate 
enough to handle It, and carry a 
Twentieth-century antiquarian back to 
the days when America was very 
young Indeed. These almanacs were 
first of all "astronomical" and full 
.of calculations useful to the vicinity 
where they were printed. Gradually 
"lighter" features were added, culmi- 
nating In the wit and wisdom, satire 
and philosophy of Benjamin Franklin 
in 1733. 


Source of Mitsiisippl 


Henry Rowo Schoolcraft, American 


traveler and ethnologist, believed that 
In the discovery of Lake Itasca, Minn., 
he had reached the extreme head of 
the Mississippi river. He published 
his discovery to the world, and It was 
generally accepted on his authority. 
Lake Itasca was, and Is, laid down in 
maps as the source of the Father of 
Waters. 


In 1S81 Capt. Wlllard Glazier organ- 


ized an expedition to proceed to the 
headwaters of the Mississippi. .The re- 
sult was the discovery of a body of 
water lying Immediately south of 
Lake Itasca and emptying -Into the 
latter through a perennial stream, the 
mouth of which wns entirely con- 
cealed by a dense growth of lake 
vegetation and fallen trees. 


This body of water Is now known 


as Lake Glazier and the discoverer 
claimed for It'that It was the primal 
reservoir, or. .ultimate source, cf the 
Mississippi river.—Detroit News.

How to Measure a River 
It Is a simple matter to find out 


, the velocity of a' stream and only a 
little more work to measure the vol- 
ume of its discharge. 


To find the velocity select a place 


where tha channel Is straight for a 


• hundred feet or more nnd of nearly 
'constant width and depth. Lay oft 
ion the bank a line fifty or a hundred 
| feet In length and uinrk each end. 
| Allow a chip to float down the middle 
' of tho stream and note Urn thus re- 
quired for It to traverse the distance 
[marked off on the bank. The surface 
! velocity In feet per second is found by 
dividing the distance in feet by tho 
time In seconds. It Is well to uiake 
several such testa and then find the 
average of them. The surface vd- 
loclty multiplied by .8 will give the 
mean velocity. 


To find the discharge of a river, flrat 


measure its deptb at Intervals of a 
few feet on a line from shore to shore. 
'The average of the measurements can 
be taken as the menu depth, and the 
average multiplied by the total width 
:wlll give the area of the cross section 
of the stream in square feet. The dis- 
charge can then be found by multi- 
Plying the cross section area by the 
:mean velocity of the current. Tha 
result gives the discharge In-second- 
felt—that Is, the number of cubic 
feet that flow past the point of meas- 
urement every second.—Youth's Com- 
panion.'

skinning the zebra and cutting out the 
desirable meat the little group on the 
plains Is surrounded on all sides. 


Hundreds of the great birds havt 


gathered on the ground In i clost- 
drawn ring as near as they have 
dared— sometimes »3 close is 20 or 80 
feet. They hop In ungainly Impatience 
and they all l.old their wings half out- 
spread in readiness. Many hundreds 
of others, whose Judgment of the 
strategic position so advises them, soar 
in short circles a few score yards over- 
lead. 
• So many are they that they actually 
'almost obscure the sky and so crowd- 
ed that when one pauses to listen one 
can hear the stiff harsh scrnje of 
pinions as they Jostle one another. And 
from all points of the heavens more 
arc eagerly hastening. 


The meat distributed, the little band 


of men withdraws, leaving a carcass 
stripped of skin nnd the best of the 
meat, lo be sure, hut sill! a recogniz- 
able dead zebra. Then the birds swoop. 
They drop like plummets, checking 
their fall only nt. the last Instant by a 
spread of the wings; they rise from 
the circle round about and beat fran- 
tically across the little Intervening 
space. The roar' of air through the 
pinion feathers Is like a great water- 
fall. 


The place where lies the zebra dis- 


appears beneath a heaving, fighting 
irown mass, tossing like tide rips of 
he sea. A myriad of those just too 
ate shove and crowd and flop and 
quawk around the periphery. There 
are generally a few philosophers who 
realize their tardiness sufficiently to 
stand to one side In disgruntled dis- 
appointment.

Tho great birds draw sullenly to one 
side or flop heavily to roost on the 
nearby trees. Where only a few sec- 
onds ago a zebra lay on the plains, 
now are only the bones of a skeleton, 
cleaned white and smooth.

Iceland and he went to Greenland, 
which had been discovered about a 
century earlier, but had never been 
settled. In 9S5 Eric returned to Nor- 
way to recruit colonists for a colony 
In Greenland. 
He named the chief 


town Gardar.

the colony completely vanished, and 
no trace of It has ever been found. 
Eric's son, Leif Ericsson, Is supposed 
to have landed on tho New England 
coast In about the year 1000.—Detroit 
News.

It Is to avoid blotting that pens 
are made in two segments. By cutting 
away a section between, greater flexi- 
bility Btlll is attained. 
At the fame 


time, a pen cut to certain angles will 
either take up only a single coating of. 
Ink, so needing too frequent dippings, 
or will take up such a "blob" that It 
blots the writing. A hole Is therefore 
cut to take a film of Ink, kept in place 
by air pressure, and this Him, gradual- 
ly descending down the nib, causes a 
regular and even flow of Ink.
